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are confounded; Nevertheleſs fearing to tempt him, (he omitted not 
the means of humane Prudence, God making uſe oft. times of theſe 
ſecond Cauſes to arrive unto that, hereto he diſpoſeth both thoughts 
and actions by an incomparable ſweetneſs. 
Among the gentlewomen that attended her, (he had one (after the 
manner of great pet ſons) chat was her particular Favorite and Con- 
fident: and although her ſweer diſpoſition begat her the affection of 
them all, and that they compaſſionated exceedingly her miſerie, yet 
* well the imbecillity of her Sex for matter of keeping Se- 
crets , ſhe thought it the ſafeſt way not to taveale her's to any more 
than one, leſt it being diſcloſed ſhee ſhould loſe the benefit and content- 
ment ſhee promiſed her ſelf. You may underſtand already, that it was 
to change her Child. in caſe ſhee were brought to bed of a girle. Cleorite 
Truſtee) took the buſineſs upon her; and having found out 
everall Women that were to lie down about the time of her Mi. 
{trefſe's account, ſhe blinded them with that powerfull powder of 
Gold which dazles all the World, and makes people undertake any - 
thing. What then ? The Heavens favotiſing the deſign of this inno- 
cent Lady, gave birth to an carneſt occaſion, which drew Afeſtas to 
even as the time drew neer of her deliverie ; Inſomuch that 
being laid of a Daughter (as beautifull as an Angell, and whoſe 
full ſweceneſs might have moved to pitty the bowels of her Tyrannicall 
Father) a Boy newly born was put in her place, ſo cunningly, that 
thoſe (to whom CMieſtas had given charge to watch his wive's actions, 
and give him a faithfull teſtimony of that particular) were ſurpriſed, 
and tappi'y deceived, To relate Aieſias his joy when this news was 
brought him, were no eaſie matter. If by an expreſs command the 
King had not ſaid him at Court, he would preſently have gone to ſee 
his Son, who adding to the quality of Male (which he had ſo ardently 
deſired ) a beautifull face with a well-ſhaped hody, rendred him no 
leſs ſatisfied than his former Daughters had given him diſcontent. To 
the fortunate birth of this Daughter (principall SubjeR of this mer- 
veillous Hiſtorie, and who by her name gives it the Title of Jphigenes, 
for reaſons which ſhall be produced in their time ſucceeded the happi- 
neſs and eneſs of her education, which was thus. N 
- The King reliſhing the humour and the counſells of Aiaſſas, 
conſidering that his wit and high courage were worthy of employment,

About xo after the birth of Tpbigenes, Arete (who ſeemed 
to be to bring forth none but feinales, and fill the World 
with tht Commodity which is hard enough to keep, yet harder to 
df) Wes brought to bed of another Daughter, who had not fo 
my-2s ro make her be much admired, not fach remarkable 
make her be deſpiſed. - Mirſta then at Court, 
| his eholler by the imagination he bad of being 
a goodhy Son, expreſſed not mach diſtaſte at the comming 
ily when be heard that (he was faire e- 
pl nd Wi | nm made her be named Ci. 
ein, 4s having experimented in her the Clemencie of her Huſ. 
band, of whoſe mote courteous ſhe began thence-forwards to 
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accompanie Baptiſere, but ofcentimes precede it; for to alliciliuſtri- 
ous families, to purchaſe a ſupport, to maintaine faſtions, and effect 
divers other ſuch pructiſes frequently uſed in Courts, Parents doe ſome- 
times promiſe to marry their Children before they are in Being, as 
o procure bent ſices and charges for the Children which they 
ſhall have: whence an eminent man of our times rooke occafionto ſay, 
That it wes no marvell if great Ladies had hard labours, fince their 
Children were Mitred and Armed before they came out of their 


Wombs. Such were the thoughts of Ai ſlas, who was ſo mad fora 
Son, oneſy to make him marry Roeſuald's Daughter, his Ward, promi- 
imfe\fe to abteine ſome ſpirituall Benefices for her Brother, and 
ſo make him renounce the inheritanee, which he intended to draw in- 
to his owne family by meanes of her marriage wich his Son. Thoſe 
that ate laviſh ſpenders, are glad to meet with Eſtates gotten to their 
bands, without any trouble or pain of theirs, for they naturally hate 
tity. Afieſlas who was of this humour, relyed abſolutely-upon 
che wealth of Roſwald, his predecefior in the Palatiuue, wich the Re- 
venues and Intereſt of whoſe Eſtate he ſplendidly mainteined all his 
train, without touching the main ſtock, whereof he could not dilpole 
without prejudice to his Wards. But becauſe this 3 in 
time ſlip out of his hand, he determined to take n Fig · leaf, that it, to 
contract an Alliance whereby he might gain the full poſſeſſion of that 
mighty Eſtate, and make himſelf enter upon the labours and acquiſt- 
tions of his Predecefſor. And in regard that the want of years in 
both Parties, might give occaſion to the kindred of his Wards (alread 
much diſpleaſed that he had raviſhed the Gardianſhip out of cheit 
hands) to endeavour to render inyalid this Alliance, through the defauic 
of a mutuall conſent, which is the principal! knot of Matrimony, ke 
obteined from the King a permiſſion for them to marry-in their 
Childhood, or at leaſt to contract them ſo that the meanes could not 
be taken out of his poſſeſſion, " 
This was in agitation' before Tphigenes was five yearesold : And 
Aretuza not well pleaſed to ſee that a ſuppoſed Child ſhould 
reap, before the ſexſor, that which ſhe, as well as Miel, defired to 
preſerve in their owne family, taking the ny of a whole year's 
time her Husband was abſent, ſhe ſent the Iphigenes home to his 
Mother, and took the reall one into her own tuirion, giving Bur 
(who had 9s. — up from the Cradle) the conduct and govern- 
ment to che end min to conceale that which me 
170 : _ 
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would not have 4ieſtus know, and that he might ſee her learn all the 
recommendable qualities and exerciſes requiſite for a Gentleman of 
ſuch Extraction, (permit that we ſpeak of her hence-forwards, as a 
Male, fince her Mother will have it ſo, and het Father thinks her ſo, ) 
Herein Aretuxa was ferved as faichfally as ſhe could deſire in a buſi- 
neſs ſo tickliſh and dangerous, that «ſhe ran no leſs hazard then of lo- 
ſing her own life, if Mie ſlas ſhould diſcover the deceipt, who at his 
return found his Son ſo beautifull (for it was a little Angel) that he 
was quite raviſhed. But if his Body was agreeable, believe it, that ex- 
teriour domicile lodged a Wit that ſarpaſſed many degrees any of that 
: which augmented exceedingly the Father's joy, who ſtaying 
very little at home(being for the molt part either viſiting his Palatinate, 
or called to Court, or ſent upon ſome Military expedition for defence 
of his Country) injoyed but ſeldome and ſhort whiles the ſight of his 
dear Son, who was the light and delight of his Soul. 

Iphigenes had ſcarce yet ſeen eight years in the World, when hee 
was ed (God knows how) to Modeſtina, (Roſnald's Daughter, 
and Ward to Mieſlas) who deſerved that name for her incomparable 
Adodeſty ; ſhe was ſo much elder then Iphigenes, as that the Husband 
and Wife could make up eighteen years between them. Mir 
(being of a magnificent humour) invited the greateſt part of the Ne bi- 
lity and Gentry of bis Palatinate to the Wedding, which was celebrated 
with all the delights and greateſt Pomp imaginable ; But one Ceremo- 
ny that he cauſed to be done, was very needleſs, which was to make 
a Venerable Matron lye betwixt the marryed Couple, leſt they ſhould 
approach each other in the Night, This Prudent caution of his would 
bave made Aretur s laugh heartily, if her continuall apprehenſion, that 
the ſecret would be diſcovered, had not held her in the ſame tranſe 
chat kept Damocles from cating at the Tyrant of Sicilie's table. Li- 
ante, Modeſtina's onely Brother, was deſtined by Afieſtas to be a 
Church-man, to the end that by that Spiritual and Levitical Circum- 
cifion, his Siſter might remain ſole Inheritrix of Reſuald's Eſtate, 
and the whole Patrimony come to Jphigenes, This was the Palatine's 
plot; but Liante being high-ſpirited and of a Martial diſpoſition, 
took more delight in Arms, than at his Book, and was more ambitious 
of wearing a Sword than a Prieſt's Caſlack, Nevertheleſs -as Trees, 
which are young, may be bended which way the Maſter pleaſerh, the 
ſame is commonly done with Children, who. are like a blank paper or 
a piece of wax, whereon a man may make what impreſſion he deſiteth.

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At length the Benefice was procured, the Gown ready, the poor Youth 
made to put it on by threatnings, or by flatteries, although with a 
thouſand repugnancies, a thouſand heavy groans, and whole ſtreams 
of tears, Beſides bis own Tyrannicall authority Mieſlas made uſe of 
the King's name, after the cuſtome of many great Perſons, who 4. 
muſe the People with this pretext, and cover all their paſſions under 
the robe of their Sovereign, whoſe word & power they abuſe with im. 
punity and inſolence. Thus the two Wards were bred up with his two 
youngeſt Children, /phigenes and Clemencia ; for the four precedence 
Daughters, like the four monſtruous Creatures of Ezechiel, he had 
commanded to be tyed to tic Chariot of Ged's glory, (that is) had 
thruſt them into Monaſteries, there to draw the Ark ; where we will 
leave them, as it were, condemned to perpetuall impriſonment, to ſee 
the ſucceſſes that arrived, upon the theater of the World, to the two 
Wards and Aieſlas his two other Children, who make the four prin- 


cipall parts in the Muſick of this Narration, 


The married Couple (ſuch as I have repreſented them to you) loved 


like Children; Liante ſuffered (as well as he could the Yoke which he 
* was forced yet to bear, but built a reſolution within himſelf to ſhake 
it off, and fly out tof his Cage as ſoon as Age had given him wings: 
(lemencia was deſigned by Mieſia to acquire him a Son in law of 
ſome great fortune, or at the worſt, to keep her Siſters company in 
the Cloyſter, Theſe four Children being brought up together in one 
houſe, fed at the ſame Table, playing and ſpending the time alwaics 
together. lived like Brothers and Siſters with a pretty intelligence cor- 
reſpondent to the innocence of their age and humours, Iplugenes by 
the induſtry of hir Governone Bol ſlaus lived untill eleven or twelve 
years old, in ſuch ſimplicity, that he thought really he was a Boy, not 
conceiving that there was any other difference betwixt Male and Fe- 
male than their manner of cloathing. Adieſias fearing that, if he 
ſhould permit his Son too ſoon to conſummate his Marriage, that 
might be prezudiciall co his health (ſeeing him of a complexion and 
ſtature more delicate than robalt) appointed a Governcls to over- 
look Modeſtina, fitly named Perpetua, for ſhe was N at her 
back, caſting an Argus eye over all her actions, leſt Iphigenes at any 
time ſhould ſteal thoſe Rights which Husbands have priviledge to 
challenge; But Natuce had already provided other obſtacles. They, 


loved each'other however very much, whether out of reſemblance of 


their diſpoſicions, or whether through that natural inclination which 
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induceth us to affect thoſe of the ſame Sex, as woll us to be paſſiomte 
for thoſe of the contrary ; Yet this affection berwixt Jphigener and 
Modoſtina was rather friendſhip than /ove, But when Nature playing 
her pare (which is ſo difficult a thing ro hinder) catried /phigenes fancy 
to delight in working and fach Womaniſh amuſements, buſying him. 
felfe: very eagerly with Afodeſtine and Clemencia ; then his diſcreee 
Governour making him aſhamed of ſuch feminine employmencs, re- 
claimed his to the practice of Manly actions, und confor- 
mible to the Sex, of which the Innocent Youth yet bimſelf, 
awhoſe condition being more 'free, ſeemed to him far more defirablc 
than chat ſub jection wherein Maids and Women live, So that having 
an excellent wit, and a Body very active, though not robuſt, in every 
exerciſe whereunto he applyed himſelf, he became un admirable profici- 
ent, 

Ie was nothing ſo in the vocation which Liam was compelled to 
embrace; for it is very difficult to become leatned in deſpight of 
Afinirvand to garniſh the Soul with the pretiong Futniture of know- 
dee and Sciences, if one have not ſome inclination to ſtudy, this 
ound Noble-man being wrapped up (againſt his will) in an Ecclefi- 
altick's Gown, meditated norhing but exerciſes contrary to chat habit, 
Armes, Horſes, Dancing, Hunting, md Warlike exploits were the onely 
delicious entertainments of his thoughts, all other diſcourſe was ii kſome 
to his carts. This Conſtraint (under which Hee groaned, as if his Soul 
had deen upon the Rack, and his Heart under the torture of a preſs) made

wer, It is no ſooner budded, in a manner, but tis full blown, eſpeci- 
ally in Women, and chiefly in the Daughters of great Perſons ; for 
this Sex being niturgfly more ſubtile, they ſooner do put off their 
Childiſtneſs than Men; beſides thoſe of high Births att up 
weich ſuch care & quꝛittneſs that their Wits are often ripe before the den · 
on of their years requires it; Wente it proceeds that they are ſooner

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fulceptible of thoſe Touches and Tyes of AﬀeRion which make-young - =

ln the full caſe of this weer educatien Madeſtina modeſtly longed * 
aſter the fruition of het beautifall, but as yet too young Husband; Her 
flames were ſo pure, and her Cefires fo juſt, that (if Arerazg's deceipt 
had not abuſed her exp. Ration) me thinks her wiſhes might without 
ſhame appear upon theſe leaves, whoſe Paper is leſ white then the 
Candor of thoſe paſſions which ſhall be repreſented in this Volume. 
Iphigenes in like manner beginning to refl:R upon himſelſe, ud who 
had no other propertic of Matble than the whiteneſa gie w into a pretty 
kind of indignation, that (being married) hee ſhould be deprived of 
the poſleſſton of bis W.fe ; and ſceing him ſelfe paſſionately beloved 
of Medeſtins (who gave him all the civill teſtimonies of afleRion She 
could imagine) He muſt not only have renounced all Humanity, but 
bave been altogether infcn/tble, if hee had not been moved thereat; no 
charm being fo powerfull to make one bee beloved, as vehemently to 
love. If whites they were at their innocent childiſh ſports they inter- 
changed any kind embraces or affeFionate words, their diſcours was 
ſoon broken by the preſence of their two Arguſes, Boleſlais & Perpetua, 
whoſe thoughts(though different ) atrived both at the ſame end, which 
was to binde r( chat which never could be effected the Conſummation 
of their Marriage ; Per pre being encharged by Miel was very vi- 
gilant to it, leſt his Son's health might be prejudiced thereby; and 
Hole ſlaus having received the Command from Areruza, was no leſs cir- 
cumipert for feare her deceipt h1uld bee diſcovered. Oh whg:could 
imagine any thing but pucity in the innocent kiſſes and render embrace- 
ments of theſe ewo lovely Creatures, who like the twin kids in the 
Canticles did Feed among the Liilies ? Hee that would be ſcandaliaed to 
ſee two hen-doves join their bills, the union of the blooming Roſe 
with the Morning dew, or the beams of the Sun when he licks the 
Hof the Waters, might knit his brow at this innocent con- 
junction, and exerciſe the malicions ſeverity of his peeviſh melancholly, 
like a ſnaile that ſullieth with his ſlimy train the delightfull enamell of 
the moſt curious flowers. 

If the agreeable /phigenes bare much Love to his no leſs loving wife, 
Nature by wies as ſecret as unknown to him, bred in him as much affe- 
Ran toward his brother in-law Liante, and although his ſullen and 
diſtontented humor rendred him very unſociable, and by e | 
leſs amiable, it eannot be ſaid how her delighted in his Cs

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how much hee endeavoured: to divert him; On the other fide Lian, 
(who looked upon Ipbigenes, not is his Siſter's Husband, but us his ene. 
mie's Son, as the uſurper of his Fortunes, and one whoſe greatneſs was 
eſtabliſned upon his ruines ; Notwithſtanding all theſe. thoughts, 
whereby hee excited himſelf to Choller and Hatred ylike a Lyon that 
- whets his fury by ſcourging bis ſides with his own tail) could not 
conceive any averſion againſt him, whether the ſweetneſs of his diſpo. 
fition charmed him; whether bis kindne ſe, his complements, and his 
compliance to his humor won his heart; whether his beauty joyned 
with his gracefull depottment raviſhed him? or whether (which is 
moſt probable) the Senſe bent his inclinations naturally towards this 
Object for reaſons which I had rather leave to conjecture than conſign 
to this writing; Hee cou d not chooſe but love 155 enes, although in 
appearance hee ſeemed much remiſs, and rather le of his injuries 
than ſaſceptible of affection. This cold reſervedneſs increaſed Tphigene: 
heat” (according to the diſpoſition of that ſex, who are commonly 
molt paſſionate for thoſe who do care leaſt for them) inſomuch that 
the more Liam ſeemed to (light him, the more hee redoubled his af. 
fection and courteſies, as if hee had undertaken by the vigour of an 
ardent flame to diſſolve the Iſicles that environed his frozen Hearr. 
At firſt Liante, whom Melanchollie had made miſtruſtfall, fancied that 
thoſe marks of friendſhip were bur feined, and-proceeded from ſome 
artificial Counſell or Plot to make him conſent willingly to the dona- 
tion of his Eſtate in favour of his Siſter Afodeſtina's marriage : But 

having perceived by the perſeverance, that pure Inclination,not Intereſt 
or Pretenſions, moved Ipbigenes to affect him, Hee opened his heart 
more to him, complaining of the Rigour and In juſtice of Aſieſlas, who 
forced him to embrace a vocation whereunto hee was no way diſpoſed. 
This jult diſcontent found in the ſoul of Tphigener an humour ſo ſweet- 
ly compaſſionate; that although in all his diſcourſe hee obſerved the 

reſpect which hee owed his Father, yet hee freely condemned his vio- 
lence, proteſting to Liante, what &6en ſoever Mieſlas bad in marry- 
ing him with Mode ſtina, that hee would never take of his inheritance 
ay other Portion than what hee would pleaſe to give his Siſter, jud- 
ging it very unres ſonable that a younger Siſter ſhould not only make 
' (as ſhe liſted) a Portion for her elder, and only Brother, but deprive 
him abſolutely of his Patrimony, in obedience to a ſuperior Power that 
would carry all away by main force: That if the condition of an Ec- 
cleſiaſtick was not conformable to his humour, there was a poſſibility

Rep roaches, Theſe Reaſons ſo conquered Li- 
ante heart, that thence- — all his affections hee thought too little 
for Iphigenes, whom hee began to conſidet as his Redeemer, as one who 
breaking his Iron bonds was to releaſe him out of the hands of Pharaok, 
and free him from the houſe of Bondage. 
Covetouſue ſs is a diſeaſe which reigns but little among young uner-

But Iphigenes ( who was grown ſo Rich 
and ſo Great, that the advantage of

ed at no other end, than the good of the perſon beloved) though 
glad on the-ove fide to ſee that Aicſlas ſo played his Game, as to ſtop 
the current of Liante's and Clemencia's correſpondence , was much 
grie ved on the other for the captivity of his der Brother-in-law, whoſe 
liberty hee reſolved to procure ſome way or other, though to the ha- 
rard of his own contentment, This was the occaſion, that before hee 
went into his own Palatinate of Yratilas, hee demanded leave of 
His Majeſty to go firſt into Podolia, under pretence of taking his 
Wife along with him into his Government; which requeſt was fo 
reaſonable that there was no Probability of its beeing ſubject to a 
Denial. 

Afieſlas knowing of his Son's Deſign to go into Podelia,and feari 
amonglt divers other things, the Conſummation of his Marriage w 
Madoſt ina (which hee had lealt reaſon of all co apprehend ) and leſt 
by the importunities of his Wife, Hee ſhould be conſtrained to give 
Liane his liberty, and not onely that, but alſo to confirm the Match 
betwixt him and Clemencia, 35 hee had formerly ſeemed to defire ; All 
which was extreamly contrary to the Reſolutions, which hee had made 
with the Princeſi Reſpicia, concerning the double alliance of their Chil- 
dren. Fearing, I fay, all theſe events ſeverally, and much more, beeing 
put together, Hee employed all his Power and Rhetorick to diſſwade 
bis Son from going into Podelia , counſelling him punctually to obey

Ic is a generall Maxime at Court as well as in Far, that 2 Man fails 
but once, #s Hee can fall but once that cumbles from an high precipice 
(for at thefirſt falling one's ſure to break his neck;)the Favowy of Prince: 
holding ſomewhat of the Nature of the bone in an Horſe's Leg, which 
being once broken can never bee well ſer again, For Aonarks do 
imagine that they never do any body wrong, and that the molt innocent 
are culpable,ifthey conceive but the leaſt ſuſpition againſt them. Thar 
if by evident proofs they are brought to acknowledge their un juſt pre- 
ation, inſtead of repenting (as if they were impeccable) they per- 
ſwadethemſelves, (although by a re · eſtabliſnment they ſalve the ſore 
ok che offended party) that the Cicatrice will yet remain, which leaves 
a ſenſe of the injury, like that of the Goddeſs uns, irritated by the 
judgement of Paris, who could never be reconciled. But all theſe 
Axiomes were contradicted in this diſmiſſionof phigenes;for never was 
any Diſgrace more Gracious, Disfavour more Favorable, |Misfortune 


more Fortunate,nor Exilement more Gentle, Oh ! how highly would 


hee have obliged the King (if Xings can be obliged ) whoſoever could 
have deviſed ſome honorable expedient to retein 1phigenes | But the 


Plot was, contrived againſt him with ſuch ſubtility , chat neither che 


"King nor Queen ( though they had deſired it) knew which way to mo- 


tion it. For although they both perceived the innocence of Iphigene: 
as clearly as the Sun is to be ſeen at Noon-day ( if there had been no 
other proof than his leaving the ¶ vurt with ſo little ſhew of diſguſt; ) 
yet their Honours were equally ingaget to ſuffer his departure, to re- 
move the reciprocall umbrages of ſuſpition, wherein the malice of his 
Enemies had fo cunningly involved them, that the King knew not that 
the OL veer had any Jes of him,neither did Shce imagine that Hee 
had any diffidence of Her; for neither of them made the leaſt (hew of 
any diſcontent ; their Tongues beeing, as it were, Inchanted with che 
charm of Calumm, could not communicate the conceptions of their 
Hearts. But when they conſidered that the Crown was in a manner 
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the appx 


of their Court, beeing to take his leave, they could not but reſent the 


compunctions of ſorrow for that ſeparation: however they ſwallowed 
that draught not ſo much to pleaſe their taſtes, as for their health, ſince 
that Abſence was to be the Medicine to cure their diſeaſed Minds, and 
ſerve ns a Touch · ſtone to the Truth, to diſcern Impoſtures. 


Never was any departure ſo glorious as that of Iphigenes, you would 


have ſaid that hee went to put the Court into a Sepulcher, and that it 
was the Funerall of the publick Joy; if the Mourning appeared not in 


tiall, The King himſelf, (when hee came to kiſs his Hands )diſcovered 
in his Countenance moſt evident ſigns of Sorrow, not as repenting that 
hee had raiſed his Fortan but that hee had ſo diſcarded him: And taking 
him aſide, he ſpent ſome time in Diſcourſe,guilding that Pill, & Sugring 
that Ruburb, to make him ſwallow it with the leſs difficulty, Telling him 
That hee _ give way to the Torrent of Envy, for fear it ſhould ruine all 
that oppoſe — : That it was a part of Wiſdom pf apr rather than to 
withſtand it; That indeed hee had many Detrafl ours, but all their reports 
did make no more impreſſion in his thoughts, than a Stone in a running wa- 
ter, Hee promiſed to recall him exe long, protelting That it grieved 
him to ſuffer bim any time ont of his preſence, however hee would have him 
think that it was not to diſparage him, but to authorize him the more, 
giving him the means to purchaſe Credit and Eſteem in his Government, 
which might one day bee uſefull for the ſervice of his ('rown ; That hee uſed 
him like a Father, that ſend*t his Son to Academies in ſtrange Countries, 
to learn the Art of living in the School of the World, and return With more 
knowledge Home, Moreover, in token of his reall Affection, hee gave 
him as great Preſents, as ever hee had done formerly, commanding 
his Treaſurers to defray all the charges of his Journy, and giving his 
{onrtiers to underſtand, that thoſe who would accompany Iphigenes in 

Complement out of the City, would do him a Pleaſure, and thoſe 
that wonld attend him all the way, would do a Service as acceptable 
as if rendred to his own Perſon, 

To all this Iphigenes, confounded with ſo many fignall Favours,could 
make no diſtin anſwer ; yet the confuſion of his Speech, and the 
throbbing of his Heart, with the colours of Vertue, which rendred his 
Face more beautifull than that of Aurora, when ſhee fiſerh under a 
ſcrene Sky, furniſhed him with az Diſcourſe that ſurpaſſed the Elo- 
quence of any Tongue; whereunto if you add that movingand fluent 
Larguage; which iſſueth out of the ** when bathed with Tears, there

ligations, and paytth in ſome kind by Deſire, what it cannot in F Fect. Sir, 
you u hom often I have beſerched you to moderate the Favours and 
Grace. (vherewub your Liberality over · laaded mee ) not to offend the male- 
velent Cye of Envy, who not meaſuring Preſents by the Greatneſs of the 
Giver but by the Meanneſs of the Receiver cannot endure that Kings ſhould 
exalt rhoſe wha have the happineſs to gain their Favour, 10 the prejudice 
of their Capr icious Humonrs, which wake them find nothing to the ir mindi. 
As Envy u diſpleaſing to all the World, ſo all the World diſpleaſetb it, al 
hands are againſt it, aud it's hand is againſt the moſt innocent. I ſvould 
take glory in it: Malice, for thence I might derive an occaſion to pr eſume of 
hav ng ſore vertne, ſince that is the common Objel of its malign practiſei;

now ſh:e would heighten his deſites to the higheſt pin, then kill all his 
hopes, repreſenting ſometimes to him by way of demand, if hee would 
bee contented to marry a crack'c maid,or if hee did not fear that might 
bee a diſhonout to him; ſometimes ag une faining to be fearful! her 
ſelf, that after their Mirriage hee would bee apt to caſt chr in her diſh 
upon the ficſt diſlike ; By theſe ſeverall motions (which might bee com. 
pared to the Ebbing and Flowing of the Tyde) {hee put his Mind ſo 
out of frame, that hee knew not whereuato hee ſhould apply his reſo- 
lution. But Love alwaies gained the Aſcendant over his other Conſide- 
rations ; Inſomuch that deſpairing to gaine any thing of Almeria but

ſed a little at her demand, remained ſome time without replying ; at 
h being urged to an anſwer, her affection which had ſharpned her 
wit) ſ d her to pay the other's Importnnity with this ready Eva- 
kon ; 757 are the Cloathes, ſaid (hee, which Almeria Wore when ſhee 
came for refuge hither. How Almeria ? ſayd Remonda, Theſe are Men's 
Cloathes.; That's granted, replyed Merinda, for hee disguiſed her ſelf in 
this habit to avoid the fury of her Parents, Who would have Perſecuted her 
to Death. Why ſo ? anſwered the inquiſitive Remonda, what had bee 
done ? mee think's there is nothing more Sweet, nor faire conditioned than 
Shree, Then Merinda related to her the ſame Fiction wherewith Celian 
bad fed the cutioſity of Aanile, with charge not to ſpeak of it for her 
life; which afterwards occaſioned a ſtrange confuſion.

cumſtarices, that it ſeemed Heaven had not Thunderbolts enough, nor 
the Earth Puniſhniencs ſufficient to Expinte the Imaginary crimes of 
Almeria, which (hee publiſhed every where for truths.

king him believe that it 
was tneerly Calumnic proceeding from the Evie which poſſeſſed her, 
for being fruſtrated of his Services. Merinds who gave her the Lie at 

very tuen, and who faid as much in defence of her Companion, effa- 
ced by he commendations the malicious detraction of her Siſter : and 
in reſpect wee are apt to believe what wee deſire, that troop of Rivalls 
ſuffered themſelves to bee ed by her that ſpake advantageouſly 
of the Common Object of their affeRions, rather chan by her, whoſe 
invectives diſcovered ſo viſible a Paſfion, that had (hee ſpoken truths, 
they would have ſounded in their Ears but as fiRions. 

But as when bluſtering Bere and the Soxth wind are in contention, 
the Air and Sea are filled with Stortus and Tempeſts, in ſuch ſort, that 
it ſeem's as if thoſe two Elements would exchange their Centers: So 
when Belida's Jealouſie together with Rewoxde's railing, came to joyn, 
or rather to oppoſe & give the ſhock to Aer ind juſtifications of Al- 
meriz, it made as foul an Houſe as can be imagined to bee amongſt vul- 
gar Women that quarrell, where all Speak and none Heate, Reaſon 
being, baniſhed from their Prat Who ever fiw a Company of

And indeed what elſe can be expected from Ruſticł :/ Amongſt 
whom Flexrial was one of the molt eager, who not knowing that his 
Brother-in-Law Lapicin made ſhew of love to Almeria for any other 
end than to reduce his Wife to Reaſon by ſome prick of ?ealouſie, caſt- 
ing Oyl upon the Fire of his Siſter's Fury, ſet her a Vomiting againſt her 
Husband ſuch outragious ſpeeches, as no diſcreet Woman would have 
been heard to utter. But her quality excuſed her ſomewhat, beſides a 
ſlight I ion of HandFwhich Zupicin made upon her Face, cryin 
to ſtrike Dumb that Bvill Spirit which made her ſcold with ſo mnc 
Inſolence. But when ſhee perceived that Fleurial wis infeRted with 
the ſame Diſeaſe, and that hee began to talk of Marrying Almeria, 
ſhee expreſſed no leſe Impatience and Extremity of Cheler againſt 
him, ſeeing hee would bring into their Family one, whom ſhee wiſhed 
under ground, or at leaſt at the World's end. What ſhce did ard what 
ſhee ſaid to hinder that deſign, which (hee foreſaw, would bee the

Mean time Almeria managed her Depottments and Favours with 
ſuch Induſtry and Modeſty, that Shee was the Jaol of all thoſe Peafant's 
hearts, who Adored her as if (hee had been a Mortall Goddeſs.

that (hee was ſo, Education had taken the place of Nature, and reteined 
almoſt all her qualities. It was not ſo with Almeria, for ſometimes un- 
wares and not heeding the perſonage ſhee was to repreſent, ſhee did 
let fall ſome generous words, and performed aRions more Vigorous 
than ordinary Females are guilty of undertaking ; which after ſome ob · 
ſervation made Flenrial & Belida likewiſe harbour a ſuſpit ion, that ſhee 
ways Towth in Women's cloathing. Vet conſidering the ſweet attractwe- 
neſs of her countenance, and the delicacy of her complexion, they te- 
turned to their former opinion, thinking that ſhe was really ſomg Gen-

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| Pratbjſed, to apply themſelves to ſuch agreeable Objefts and fo worthy te bee 


through the ſuſpition of that ſuit of Cloaths which Remonga had diſco. 
vered, did feel certain motions, ſometimes of Hatred againſt Almeria, 
as be lieving her 13#omes, and ſometimes of Affection, as fancying the 


contrary, Thus this Feaveriſh Paſſion which agitated her thonghts, 
made her fall from Heat to Cold, and from a chill Shivering, into a 


ſcalding Sweat. To relate what thoughts ran through the Brains of the 
four Pretendants, 2ſanile, Fleurial, Antalcas, and Polemas, were to no

Piſides and Argal commended Iphigenes(who 
had given himſelf che Name of /phis) for his choyce : But Pomeran,who 
alwayes ſaſp;Red this (ſeemingly feined) Love, conceiving that it had 
ſome reality which hee could not diſcern, had his mind balanced in the 
Flood and Ebb of different Imaginations ; Sometimes rcficAing upon

[ans 3 ion, that Will befall this Place, in caſe you 
be ſo unadviſed as to attempt any thing that may incenſe him, bo is 
able to ruine Tow wererly, 
Ne gotten the repute of Ci nate ſo unhappy as not to 
be believed when they Tpeak Trach; Pomeren ſeeming to ſpeak more 
»w1;/ely than the reſt, was held to bee the greateſt Fool, and his PcediQi- 
_ were us little regarded, as thoſe of Caſſaudra by the Inhabitants of 
UL 
Bileflaiis beeing laſt of all to Anſwer, defired to ſpeak in private 
with him that was to eximine him, and (knowing that nothing was 
impoſſible nor impenetrable by the Power of God ) dazled his Eyes 
with ſome pieces in hand, and the promiſe of a greater ſumme in caſe 
hee qualified that buſineſs, and reſtored to liberty ſo many Perſons of 
Honoxy,who were not accuſed for any crime,and at the worſt could be 
convinced onely of a piece of Vouthfull foly.

off, and reaſon to preſerve more tender!y 


frequent obſervation of H;ſtoriographers, that before Wars 
(which are God's Scourges)begin in any , there are ſeen cet · 
tainfigns which ſerve for preſages of Civill Difſentions,as terrible Me- 
teors, Apparitiens and Armies ſeeming to joyn Battle in the Air. Theſe 
Rural tecreations which wee have here repreſented, were in like man- 
_ 9 fore · runner: 4 the a, MR For tunes which _ 
ded Jphigenes, ns will appear in of this Narration. I 
Actions of great Perſons, and of thoſe who are placed like Luminaries 
in the Orbes of eminent Charges , can bee no more kept hid- 
den than the Light; which(in how cloſe « place ſoe're it bee)diſcover's 
it ſelf by ſending ir's Rayes, and Splendor through ſome little hole ot 
cranny. The Palatine's diſguiſement could not bee long diſguiſed it 
Plocens What hee thought to do in private, was ſaid opex/y ; what hee 
practiſed in the ſecret retreats of the Fereſt, was the common table- 
talk in the Cey, either by the indiſcretion of his own Hunts-men, or 
the Relation of ſome of Celia Neighbours. In ſumme, hee could not 
keek his Fire ſo cloſe but that it was diſcovered by it's /moak. An ig: 
nominious report is like a ſpot of Oy, which increaſeth as inceſſantly 
as inſenſibly. The Court was already filled with theſe Rural Affection 
of Iphigenes, and(as the leaſt failings of Favorites re lifted and aggri- 
vated by their enviers) Heaven know's with what Gleſſe: they adorned 
this ſimple Text. Every one cenſured him iccording to their humours; 
Some pittie d, others fed their Envy with his folly: Onely the King 
could not believe ſo extreme an over · icht of bes whom hee had 
alwayes found ſo extraordinary diſcreet beyond what could bee ex- 
Peted from his cats. His (alumniators without conſidering that this 
Report might bee falſe, publiſhed it for an evident truth with all the 


am plifi- 
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cationstheir Malice could ſuggeſt. But among ſo many 06bjef: that 
were taken with the preſence of Iphigenes, none beeing inamored 
comparably to the Princeſs Refpicia,you may imgaine with what plex. 
ſure her Bars received this news, what a multitude of confuſed 
immediately aſſembled in her braine. Shee grew exceeding- 
ly impatient concerning her expeditions from Rome, (which, accord- 
ing to the Ferm and Matter of their Scal, go but with Leader Feet; 
this occurrence redoubled her longing, and ſet a ſpur in het Heat, 
which pricked her to know a truth no leſs thin thee feared to finde it. 
Shee laboured all (hee could at Court to ſmother this report; but 
what could her Tongue do alone againſt ſo many Mouth opened to 
Detraftion ? As for Mie ſlas, the intereſt hee had in his Son's reputati- 
on caſt him into a rage not eaſily to bee expreſſed, hearing in what 
manner it was wounded ; And hee reſolved to applie ſuch remedies 
as his Prudence ſhould inform him to bz molt convenient, For, to un- 
dertake as many quarrells as there were ſcandalls, would have been a 
labour more difficult than that of Hercules againſt the Hydra. But as 
Miſchiefs ſeldome come alone, another trouble fell upon the neck 
of this, which put him into no leſs diſtemper than the former. 
If the news of this Paforall Love of Iphigenes diſturbed the Xſinds 
of the Princeſs Reſpicia , aſſoon as nimble Fame had diſperſed it in 
Pedelia, and conveyed it to Modeſtina's Ears, ſhee was poſſeſſed with 
ſo inraged a Fealowſre, that without the Hope ſhee had of eſcaping by 
ſome induſtry out of Priſon, to go ſeek her Husband, and tear him 
out of thoſe Arms unworthy to imbrace him, Shee had doubtleſs by 
ſome deſperate wound forthwith ſer a period to both Life and Pain. 
Shee had no ſooner framed the Deſign of going to him, at what rate 
and in what manner foever it was, but ſhee began to think of effeR- 
ing it by corrupting ſom: of her Keepers, It was in vain, (hee knew, 
to offer to tempt her Governeſs Perpetua ( ſhee beeing too rigorous 
an obſerver of Ai his Tyrannical commands :) Therefore ſhee 
calt her Eyes upon a young Y ouch(Son to ſome Officer of the Caſtle) 
who bering about her growth, and having yet not the leaſt ſign of 
any Beard in his Face, might bee taken for a Woman, if his habit had 
been ſuitable. | 
After ſhee had gained this young Keeper, by her Preſents and Pro- 
miſes that the Palatin, her Huabund ſhould advance his Fortunes, Shee © 
beeing covered with a Suite of H#, hee found the means by favour of 


the dusky Evening to convey her ſafely out of the Caſtle, and havin 
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ovided, a quarter of  Leapue off, a Horſe for her, and another 
or himſelf. hee brought wr . the croſſeſt and 
leaſt-bearen wayes hee could pick out. If the exceſs of her Afedtior, 
had not been accompained with an extream puſtice, I ſhould bes loth 
to excuſe her e Aion, or make her appear in ſuch manner as might 
give Birth to any ſcandalous cenſure. But who can with reaſon blame 
a Wife that followe's her Hazband, to take him out of the Arms of an 
eAaxltersſs ? unleſs hee will likewiſe accuſe Marriage it ſelf, whoſe 
Li is ſuch, that the Hub aud hath not the power of his Body, but the 
Wife; as teciprocally the Perſon of the Wife is not her's, but her Hu 
band';,on whom ſhee abſolutely depend's. 

Beeing arrived at Plocens, (hee fitted herſelf with handſomer and 
richer Cloathes, than thoſe which ſhee brought out of her Houſe of 
bondage: And,lelt Aenochius(ſo was her Condor named )ſhould be 
known by any of Ipbigene /s followers, that might have ſcen him in 
Poaelia, (hee bought him a N habit, and charged him to [tay in 
the Inn whileſt ſnee went like the, Mas about the City, to inquire what 
news was there of her 7phipenes ; which ſhee found but too conform 
able to the report ſhee had heard in her Priſon, But ſhee, having much 
reſemblance of her Brother Liante's favour, was preſently taken for 
him by ſome of /phigenes followers, who took particular notice of her 
Lodging, thinking to oblige their Maſter at his return,by telling him 
that his B/ et her · in lam was there, The poor Lady was much in pain to 
know in what Foreſt ber Hugband was with his Shepheydeſs , yet (hee 
duſt not bee too it quiſitive, for fear of diſcovering herſelf;Beſides,that 
bulineſs was ſo cloſely carried, that although this Eadymion was 
known to bee in the Foreſt with his Diana, yet very few could give in- 
ſtructiors where to fiade him; So that to ingage herfelf in the Laby- 
riuth of thoſe intricate Woods, (where with that Province was abun- 
dantly covered)had been the way to 4 herſelf rather than finde h: 
ſhee ſought, 

Whulelt ſhee was in this perplexity, Air ſia (having received In- 
| Formations out of Podolia of her eſcape)arrived at Ploecens, imagining 

that ſhee would have poſted thither to her Hauband, 2s Straw Hle's 
to e-LFmber, This tydings troubled Refpicieno leſs than Alis ſl; Fot. 
ſhee apprehended, keDeath,the conſummation of that Marriage, which 
was the Death of all her Hopes, Te Auvoretta's of Iphigenes with that 
Shepherdeſs gave no ſmall alla tm to her Hears, yet cſteeming them 
onely.aJiberty of Tomb, and rather to divert his Mulewhelly than ole 
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of any defire to caſt himſelf away upon x creature ſo much below bis 


lity, the tumults of ber Mind were the ſooner pacified ; But upon 
notice of Modeſtiua i flight, Paſſion pleading her intereſt, ſhee depart- 
ed from the Court, within ſhort time after Mis ſtaszand notwithitand- 
ing all the ſpeed hec could make thee arrived in a manner aſſoon as he 
at Plocens. | 

eflas was no ſooner alighted at his Son's Palace, but inquiring for 
him hee learn't that hee had been neer a Moneth loſt in the Foreſt but 
no body could tell him any other particulars, than that having found a 
Shepherdeſs which pleaſed his Fancy, hee had diſmiſſed all his train,re- 
ſerving onely two or three of his familiareſt Friends to bear him com- 
pany in his Conriſbip. To finde out where hee was thus fettered with 
the Chains of his own il, was a difficult matter; For, hee had ſhift- 
ed ſhape and places ſo often, that it had been as hard to follow his 
iteps,as the frain of a Stag that doubles and uſes all his wiles to deceive 
the purſuing Hanni. But in ſtead of ſeeking him,whom hee had no hope 
to finde, hee was informed of one, whom hee did not /e. 

For, one of Tphigenes domeſticks (thinking nothing) ſaid to him, 
My Lord, though the Palatine bee not here, his Brother. in- la w ii in this 
City, expefting(] believe) my Lord's retwyn, What ? Liante? (replied 
Mieſlas —.— is bee ? The (imple fellow told him his Lodging, 
and offer'd to goe call him to him, if hee pleaſed to command him: 
But left bee ſhould not obry, take two or three of my ſervants wit you, 
(ſaid Micſlas) that if hee be unwilling you may bring him perſorce. You 
may imagine with what aſtoniſhment was poor Modeſtina ſeized, ſee · 
ing come into her Chamber(when ſhee lealt ſuſpected them) four men 
armed with Sword and Piſtoll, which comanded her to goe before 
the Lord Mieſles Palatine of Podolia. Whe, 1 ? (faid ſhee) what's his 
wil with mee ? My Lord Liane, replied the chief of them, anderſtand- 
ing at bis arrivall, that you expetied here his Son's retarn, hee judged it 
more. fit for you to ſtay in his Houle (which,you nom, i at your command) 
than to lodge in an Inn, and I am confident that Iphigenes at his coming 
Will acknowledge it. Gentlemen anſwered the imaginary Liante, if that 
bee all, I bad rather enjoy my Liberty in ax Inn, thas bet a Priſoner in his 
Hoyle, as hee hath kept mee already too lang; [ pray thank, him for his 
comrteons preffer, and tell lum, that J left not his Hy ule with an intent to 
retry any mere With my good will; Hee hath put us ſo in his Houle, that 
bee hath drawn our Houle into his, and not content to deprive us-of our E- 
lates, hee Will yet triumpb over our (nam which in the greateſt 25 
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neſt on Earth. Sw (ſaid hee, to whom Afirſias had given the command) 
do not take it ſo, Wee have order to carry you to him alive or dead, br 3n 
Willing or wnwilling, ard you had better go quietly With ws than oblige u 
to bind you, and drag you along the ſtreets, for wee are reſolved to extcut 
faithfully What hee hath injoyned us. Ii it thus, anſwered the diſguiſed 
Liante, that you treat perſons of my Quality ? Let's goe then, ſince I muſt 
follow the Deſtinies, and ſubmit to the Law of Nece ey » I hope his Mi. 
jelly beeing informed of this Violence will do mee Juſtice, and deliver 
wee pecdil) ont of the Hands of bis Tyranny, So they went to the 
Palace, where Mit ſlas had given order to impriſon Liantein 1 cloſe 
Chamber, with a ſtrong Guard, untill bee ſhould bee further reſolved 
what to do with him. Hee would not ſuffer him to come into his pre- 
ſence, leſt his tender Age, and ſupplications ſhould kindle any ſpaik of 
pitty in his inhumane breſt. 

Next Morning, leſt the intreaties or authority of Jphipenes in his own 
Palatinate,(hould reſtore him to Liberty, his Crriry fogg: ſted to his 


Fancy the molt bar baron reſolution that ere was harboured in the 
heart of Aan, to bee quit of that innocent Creature (whoſe Gatdian 


hee was, and whom hee ought to have cheriſhed as the apple ot bis 
Eye.) But to what will that execrable hunger of Riches, and the [tings 
of Ambition not tranſport men's thoughts? In Hiſtories wee finde ſome 
examples of Fathers and Mothers, who rencuncing all intereſt of Na: 
turen have either murthered or made blinde their own children for the 
fealonfie of ruling. What doth this ſavage Sarwatian to extinguiſh 
abſojurely in the race of his predece ſſor in the Palatinate of Podolia,the 
hope of Proge»y, and by that means make albh the inheritance ſare to 
his own Family?Hee gave order to deliver the Priſoner into the hands 
ol certain bloudy Villains {fully diſpoſed to the execution of his Bar- 
bariſmi) command ing the m to carry him back to his Priſon in Pola, 
and make him an Eunuch by the way, or kill him in caſe hee would 
not ſuffer that affront, which is the moſt ſenfible that any mortall 
could receive. | 
\ »» Theſe rugged Executioners led away the ſuppoſed Liante, rhreat- 
ning him with Death, to make him condeſcend to ſuffer that indignity 
by the defire of Life: Bur before his departure they bade him examine 
his Conſcience, and prepare himſelf for i journy, than hee ima” 
"_— onely from Placens into Podolia, but out bf this rid into 
Some of Jphigenes followers having intelligence of this Ten, 
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and abhorring it, were inraged they could not prevent it, and bee that 
had been the imprudent Inſtrument of the poor Genr/emar's beeing ap- 
prehended,was ready to bee his own Exccutioner, fearing the juſt in- 
dignation of his Afafter, when hee ſhould come to the knowledge of 
ſo unjuſt and horrid a Fact. Among the reſt, Arcade having notice 
thereof ( thinking to oblige his after by adrertiſing him, and de- 
firing to ſave the mi ſcrable Liaxte's Life) preſently took Horſe, and 
rode with all poſſibie ſpeed unto that part of the Foref, where few 
Dayes before hee had met 7phipenes, and ſerved him under the name 
of Serife,where not finding him, after much inquiry hee learn't the way 
to C lian Magn of 

The report of thoſe Srranger's impriſonment beeing diſperſed all 
over that part of the Country, at his arrivall in the Village, hee asked 
to ſpeak with the Lord Palatine, about ſome buſineſs of great import- 
ance, At the firſt the People laughed at him, thinking that his coming 
had been ſome new Impolture, and illuſion to dazle the Eyes of their 
7udges, and hinder them from doing 7«ſtice. At length hee ſpake ſo 
much Reaſon, that they took his Folly for Diſcretion; and to act with 
more aſſurance, they apprehended him and put him into another room 
of the Priſon , to hear more at leaſure his depoſitions. Wherein hee 
declared bar hre demanded a Nobleman,babited like a Gentlewoman, 
who made berſelf bes caled Serife for private reaſons Which hee knew not; 
That thy Noble man was bi Milter,and that the Maiter was Palatine of 
Plocens,neawed Iphigenes: That there was hapned fince bis abſence an oc. 
currence Which required hu pre ſerce, So neceſſarily, that it concerned no 
7 — 3 Life of ene. of thoſe perſons, whom hee eſteemed the deareſt in 
' orid. 

This relation waken'd the ue attention; For, Arcade ſpake fo 
ſeriouſly, thar they could not think hee came to deceive them. Yet 
before they told him that Serife was in Priſon, they led him to Bole- 
ut Chamber,who asked him at the firſt fight, What? Arcade i my 
Lord ent of Priſon ? doth hee tuke pleaſure to make us lit langniſhing 
here ? For my part I comprehend not hit meaning, bus I finde no Felicity in 


ſuch Paſtimes, / prethee bid him leave off theſe Fopperics ſreaity, at leaſt 


if bee will oblige mee. 
How (anſwered Arcade) ſtould I tell him that ? I knoW net where hee 

u ; theſe People have made mee a Priſoner, I low not Whether it bee by 
his Order or by Inchantment, but I am ſure there is a buſineſs in hand at 
Plocens (for which 1 am come hither ) that require i none of theſe delayes, 
D d 3 : unleſs 
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unleſi bee will ſuffer his Brother in Lav to loſe bis Life, What d replied 
Boleſtaus much troubled, have they ſent Colliarte to Plocens ? what tal, 
you of Calliante ? ( /aid Arcade) I kroW no ſuch Man, bur I ſay Liante 
my Maſter's Wive's Brother. That is the ſame I mean, anſwered 
Boleſlaus, and whom they have put in Priſen here With u. I know nt 
ſaid Arcade, wherefore you are Priſoners, unleſi it bee to pleaſe the bi- 
latine's Farcy, but I cannot conceive What pleaſure there is in keeping you 
penn d up thus + Is it not that bee may have more liberty to dally in th: 
Wood: with his Diana ? Malediftion light wpox her, ſore is canſe that my 
Maſter i diſbonoxred, and his reputation loft at Court, and all over Poly: 
nia, There's no other diſcourſe at Plocens, but of his Loves; and w 
body knowing the certainty, Every one Srak's according to bit own 
Fancy. 

Hes is ſo far (ſaid Bolkſlaus) from giving any ſuch command, that [ 
tell thee, both Hee and Liante, w ith Pomeran, piſides, Argal and my ſelf 
are all Priſoners bere in ſeverall Chambers; whether the Palatine take 
pleaſure in it, or commanded it ſo, I cannot ſay, But wer have been new 
five or fix Dayes in this trouble, neither can wee yet tell what theſe People 
intend to do With ut. And I knoWv leſs, Anſwered Arcade, bo they mean 
to deal With mee whom they have likewiſe apprehended for no other crime, 
that I know, than for demanding to Meal with my Malter, But in earneſt, 
Bolkkſlaus, are you a Priſoner, or is this ſtil to continue the ſtratagem you 
know of, and for which I was ſent away becauſe I conld not diſſemble and alt 
mJ part ſo gravely as I ſhould ? 

I proteſt ſerionſly, ſaid Bol laus , there it no jeaſt in what I tell thee, 
and I have almoſt leſt my Reaſon and Temper in theſe fopperies. The 
Palatine hath brought us into theſe broils, but I do not ſee bow bee will bet 
able to enlarge. ns again ſodainly, bee beting in reſtraint as Well as Wee. 
Hew ? a Priſoner, ſaid Arcade, did the Kir g command bim to bee commit- 
ted ? No, not the King. ſaid Boleſlaus, but theſe Peaſants, under the name 
7 Serife, and with him (I tell thee)they have impriſoned all ms that attended 

im. 

what f anſwered Arcade, is hee then yet in the Ladic's habit hee had 
when I left him, and his Lady (by conſequence )in Man's, and each in a ſeve- 
rall Priſon ? Bat would bee bee committed to Priſon, Witkowt diſcloſing bis 
Quality ? Nes mere, aid Boleſlaus, now that bee is in Priſon bee denieth 
himſelf to be mat kee it, and [age's bee is what hee it not. 
 Thig isthe firangeſt fancy anſwered Arcade, bat ever I heard of, and 
Which Will. produce new Diſcomſes, that Will not redennd to bis Honour. 
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However I muſt ſpeak with him, to tell bim that hee muſt ſpeedily take 
ſome order to ſucrour his Brother · in · lw, hm Micſl1s(Who i now at Plo- 
cens) bath delivered into the hands of certain felowes, that will take away 
his Life or (at leaſt) his Honour, f they bee not preverted by ſome ſodain 
remedy. Hitherto, ſaid Boleſlius, hen haſt-fpobrn bike 4 diſcreet Man, 
but now I perceive thow raveſt , For, I know where Liante is and am ſure 


* that hee cannot bee in Mic ſlas Hand!. 


Their reaſoning might have continued long enough, e're they could 
have ted each other's meaning, Boleſlaxs not daring to ſpeak 
all hee knew, for fear of diſpleaſing Iphigene and never beeing able to 
imagine the adventures of Mode ſt ina. 

The padges and Commons of the Village, ho heard all this Dialogue, 


ſeen in their Lives, they never ſaw any ſo ſenſ-leſs. After this they led 
him to Pomeran, Piſides and Argal, whoſe diſcourſe was yet more ex- 
travagant ; For, they knowing not Lianre,ſpake altogether of an A.. 
meria und a Calliante names which Arcade never had heard: Inſomuch 
that the vage could pick nothing out of their various Speeches, than 
cauſe of laughter. 

But when hee was brought into Calliante*s Preſence, hee began to 
bleſs himſelf, his Heart panting as if hee had ſeen a Gh. For, hee 
could not perſwade himſelf that without Negromancy hee could ap- 
pear before him there, having ſeen him (as hee thought) at Placent. 
Arth , My Lord Liants faid hee, i it you Whom I ſee, or hath ſome 
Spirit ed your ſhape ? certainly you canxot bee in two places at once, 
and I ans as ſure that I ſav you at Plocens within theſe two dayer, as that 
Jour likeneſs now appear's before my Eyes ; Either that which I ſaw at 
Plocens u bee ax illuſion, or thi Which here troubleth my ſight, Tet 
methink' 5 it is your voyte, which I hear, faid hee(Liante having anſwer- 
ed him) Put in regard Magicians by their Diabolicall Art, can couuter- 
feit that as well as Faces, give mee leave to touch ou. that I may know it 
is your Body. Which Liane having permitted; Thisss Fleſh and Bones, 
laid hee, this is mo Spirit certainly ; I will rather believe that the other

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At laſt Boleſlaiir by his mild and diſcreet Arguments ſtopt the im. 


petuoſity of their wrath, as heaps of ſoft Earth uſe to ſtifle Car- 
»on-bullets, and perſwaded thoſe high Spirit to condeſcend to his ta- 
monſtrances.So Night beeing far ſpent, they ſettled themſelves to reſt, 
reſolving to put his ad vice in Execution next morning, 

In mean time, the Trances and Agonies, which the apprehenſion of 
Death made the Country- People feel, were beyond expreſſion. The Day 
which rejoiceth all the 3/07/4 was odious to them, as that, which was 
to veile their Eyes with an everlaſting Night But Heavens provided 
for them otherwiſe then they expected. For, to give them a full mea: 
ſure of fear, phigenes commanded they (hould bee all hanged forth- 
with upon trees neer their own dwellings, which the Fouladiers were 
very ready to execute; but, as they were about to give them the /ig. 
Beleſlaxs and the other Gentlemen caſt themſelves at the Palatin 
feet, to beg their Lives, of which, Apprehenſion had almoſt bereaved 
them already. Then came the deplorable Celia watering his hoary- 
Beard with tears, and proſtrating himſelf before /phigenes, beſeeched 
him by all that was molt ſacred in Heaven and on Earth, not to de- 
prive him of all his children at once, and quite extinguiſh thoſe ſparks, 
by whom hee hoped to revive in his Poſterity. ; 

This ſupplication was ſeconded with the lamentable o©r5es of the three 
Starc her who were tied to their ſeverall Gibets like the relt;the image 
of Death(painted on their Faces, and which danced before their Eyes) 
touched with ſome compaſſion thoſe who were the day before ſo eager 
for revenge, deriving all the fault upon the ge, who eſcaped very 
narrowly beeing facrificed to Example, and having been (as the He- 
brews Emiflary Goat) loaden with the Faults and Maledictions of all 
the People. But in ſtead of periſhing for the reſt, hee had his grace as 
well as they, a diſgraceful! grace, yet juſt and full of equity. 

For, if their lives we te given the m, it was to prolong it by a condi- 
tion, which thoſe that are happy in 2 Country, and who love their 4 · 
tive ſoile, would eſteem worſe than Death: It was Banihment, which 
was ſo dreadfull to the Romans, that they thought it was to die, to live 
out of Rome. 'Tis true, that with poor People it is as with thoſe that are 
extreamly generous, to whom every Land is their Country, as the Air 
and Water are the Elements of Birds and Fiſhes, 

But before the pronourcing of this ſentence, (Which could not but 
bee ſweet to thoſe that were recalled from the Sepulcher) It was de- 


creed, to ſpare the pains of fetching Surgeons; preſently to let blood 
* Gg thoſe 
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thoſe People, whom the fear of Death had caſt into a violent Fravry, 
to recommend them to the diſcretion or rather indi/cretion of the 5. 
diers, who to fave rods,laced their houlders ſo well with their fir-yy. 
leathers, that they made them ſwim in their own blood, which was ics 
flamed with the une they drank ſome dayes before in ſo great bun- 
dance, And the three Shepherdeſſes, deputed for that ſcarch, had their 
ſhare of this whipping-cheer, | 

After this blooding, ſix Souldiers were appointed to conduct them 
forthwith to Darzic, to bee imbarked and tranſported thence into 
Moſcovia (a Country more rude and barbarous than Sarmatia) there 
to continue to perpetuity , under pain of beeing Hanged if c ver they 
returned, Where they remained untill Iphigencs' i te · eſtabliſhment at 
uri, who then conſidering that they were (ufficiently puniſhed, ſent 
them his Grace, and permitted them to repoſſeſs ther former Hubi.

bis Magiſtracy,Wwas applanded for that eAlion not onely by all the Senate 
and People of that City, but by his Father alſs, as making the Lawes of 
Nature,which were but particular. give place to thoſe of bis Charge which

informed beſides, that hee beeing much vfflicted at his ſo long abſence 
from Cn. Was determined to ſrek 2 glorious Neath in the Bed of 
Newer, rather than train fo obſcure and diſcontented 2 Life. And 
beeing overcome by the Ladie's importunities, hee diſpatched a Ade/- 
ſenger do him with Letters ſo favourable, and full of ſuch charms, as 
had been capable not orely of drawing Diana out of the Woods, but 
the Mean out of her Sphear.

and precious, was ſurmounted by the rarity of the Verne The 
harneſs of the Horſe was ſct all over with plates of burniſht Silver, 
which made u ſhew like ſo many ſcverall Looking glafles, according 
to the motion of the Palfrey, no leſs couragious than full of graceful 
pride za Milk- white lame (hadowed the Terſe of bis glittering Helmet, 
and floted in agrees ble waves upon his ſhoulders: His Port was full of 
ſprightlie Afivity, in his Connrenance hee ſeemed another Als;

Scarce were they come within ſight of each other, but the 77#wpets

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Bas knoWing each other, our long Aa together having rendered 1 
eff hers 6y Alliance, Wee would not remw the cragicall ZFetacle of 


Eteocles and Polinices , ver change into Horrour the Admitatian which 
wee dh rd to breed in the beholders of our Courages, Wee may confer 
ſecretly in the Night, er interchangeably make kroWn our intentions 4 y 
Letten, and erb mani which [wbiility Will ſug geſt to our inventions, for 
the advancement of bu Ma jeltic's intereſt : And to the end wee may have 
wo advantage bv other, return you to the City upon my Hoſe, which 
Tri 22 I beting ſure to heve your reſtored mee, in regard hee hath 
Ant cotrſe toward; the Quarters where I have a Command, 
Liante took Ig ad vice; fo the two friends parted to the great 
aſtoniſhment Enemies , who obſerved theſe paſſages at a 
diſtance, But when they nnderftood that the Combat, which they had 
ſo glorioully b ore they knew each other,was terminated,after 
their diſcovery,by the force of their antient friendſhip, which ſnatcht 
their Arms out of their hands, there was not one but rather commen- 
ded them for that generous affeRion , than condemned them for 
want of courage, deploring the uncivill condition of civill Wars, 
which conſtrein ſometimes, in like Occurrences, friends to murther 
l , and Fathers to plurge their Weapons in their own 


Oaely Mirflas, (whoſe Rigewr could not bee ſatisfied with leſs than 
the r=ine of Liaxte's Honour and Life) gave out in all Companies that 
hee had baſely begg d his Life of /phigenes, againſt whom (ſuch is the 
blindneſs of Fury) hee mutmured and expreſſed much diſpleaſure, 
that hee Hind not made uſe of his advantage to ranke Liavte among 
thenumber of the Dead. And in regard the motion of that ſordide 
intereſt, which made him ſo thirſt after Liane: Blood, could not bee 
publiſhed without his own diſparagement, hee covered it with the 
Chak of the Pyblick Cauſe, indeavouring to make that poor Gentle. 
man revolt more odious than the Lithneariarn's,hee becing a Native of 
Polonia, und owing all his Fortune to the King's muniticence : But the 
barburous Sarmatian was not ſo ready to declare the occaſion hee 
pave his rd to'rake that deſperate courſe, and in thoſe commotions 
to ſecure imſelf among the Rebe/lr, Nay, his Brutality tranſported 
him ſo far, that hee ſtuck not to taxe his own Sex of intelligence with

ſolute Seulder: In fumme,be was a fit Swhjef to honour the triumph of 
Ipbigenes victory. The glory of making his eſſay of Arms againſt the 
King's Favorite,& a Palatine of ſo eminent eſteem in Polonia, height · 
ned his comrage;and his vanity promiſed him a ſucceſs, that ould make 
him touch the Firmament with his Crown. But Heaven which diſpo- 
ſeth the events otherwiſe than Men propoſe them to their fancies, 
made this Galant a prey to him whom hee thought to devour ; and 
Iphigenes, who was Courteſis it ſelf, became to him like the Zion of 
Samſon's emblem : For, inſtead of ſwallowing him, hee gave him 
Life, and in the Effects of this Valoxr hee made him feel the proofs of

hee had heen at the laſt period of his Life, Then was it in the brave 
Liante's power to take a full revenge of all his barbarous dealings, by 
making his Hor/e crample his unworthy Saul out of his conquered Bo- 
dy. But Iphigenes, ſeeing the danger of him from whom hee had his 
22 adverſary on the ground, ran preſently to Air ſlus, 
whoſe deplorable condition ſufficiently- implored his ſuccour: At 
length hee ſtopt the fagitive Hotſe, and leaping from his own, hee cut 
the ſtirrop that trailed his Father's Body, which was in little better 
caſe than Polemander's.

cuſed Heaven as the Cauſe of his Diſaſter ; Sometimes hee condemn. 
ed his Servants for bringing him that Horſe ; Sometimes hee wis in 
the humour to dy, rather than ſurvive ſuch a diſgrace , Sometimt: in 
ſtead of «cknowledging the comrtefie hee had received from his Ent. 
my. hee ſeemed as iff like x Torrent ot Thunder - bolt) hee would force 
through theWalls of the City to tear the beat out of Lian 
Boſome. Hee that hath e' te beheld a Bear, wounded with an eArov 
ſticking in his Flat, beat himſelf againſt the Shaft, rake it in his 
Teeth, and ſtriviog'turn it within his Entra, bath ſeen an emvlew 
of Ali ſla: Paſſion; which” bred fuch torment in his mind, 18 cannot 
bee expreſi d but by the Name of DefÞair. All bruiſed as hee lay in 
his Bed,_beeing hardly able to move, bee ſtudied memorable revenge: 
againſt him to whom hee owed his Life. But leaving him to foun 
aut his Cboler, let us ſee what Lianto do's within the City, where 
there were not Lamel enough to make him Cremnnot Praiſe; ſigni- 
ficant enough to extoll his AA crit.

loner, it hapned that the ſame day hee broke kis tedious Silence to 
declare to his new Idoll the Sacrifice hee offered her of his Aﬀettions, 
yoor Oloria unfortunately arrived to Shipwrach her Hopes agaialt the 
Rock of Diſdain, diſcovering to Liane her ealauſie, before ſhee had 
diſcloſed her Love.

For * J de net think that in all my Life I ever felt a grtater 
difturbence in my thoughts, than what glanced into my Breſt from the 

penerrating Eyes of Serife; For, theſe extravagant illuſions fo ots. 

whelymed my Reaſon, that 7 thong bu I ſhould have leſt it in a Labyrinth 
of conceptions ſo confuſed, that [ may call that diſaſter happy Which rt. 
leaſed mee ont of that error. But no my Condition 11 quite alerted; Fer, 

Ting that Peace; I felt « War Within my ſelf, in this Wat I hav! 
met With {6 great a Calm and {o [weet a Peace, that I held nothing ſo d. 
liciens as the double Priſon Wherein ] am. 
What Priſons are theſe ? anſwered Iphigenes. The firſt, ſaid Lunte, 
the incloſnre of theſe Walls, but the ſecond, and meſt agreeable, 7 2 
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Object whoſe Captive / am ; but my thraldome 5s preferable to any 
iberty. At this word a cold ſweat trickled along Jphigener Face, and 
hardly could hee forbear in falling to a trance; yet recollecting 
dis Spirits, hee preſt Liante to tell him, what Object that was to whom 
hee had ſo dedicated his ſetvices.. 

Hereupon Liante, as if hee had reſolved to diſcompoſe the frame 

of Tphigener intellect, and abſolutely turn his Brain, began to make 
him a lively deſcription of Amiclea's beauties ; which was leſs wel- 
come to his Ears, than the newes of approaching Death. But when 
hee added. that thoſe perfeltiont beeing not yet come to Maturity, that 
green fruit Was ſo tart, and crabbed that it rather ſet the teeth on edge, 
then gave any delight, and by reaſon of her tender years ( Which rendered 
her not onely eff evil. of Love's flames, but incapable of ac knowicdgę - 
ing bis affeRion ) that in the ſame place Where bis defires had their 
Buth, his Hopes did finde their Punerall, Iphigenes recovered breath. 
And, as every thing hath two handles, and its counterpoiſe, when 
Liane added to the Paſſion hee indured for Amiclea, that which hee 
made poor Oloria ſuffer,our amorous Palatine was yet better fatisfi:d; 
imagining that this Contradiction would hinder Liante from making 
any great progreſs in Amiclea'; aft Aion, 
But from this Feaver, hee fell into an hottcr, the ſtorm beginning 
afreſh with more impetuoſity in his thoughts, when hee heard Liante 
proteſting, that ihe Jealoulic of the One ſerved at A ſpur to incite him to 
bee more eager in the reſearch of the Other, wherein her believed his in- 
da, wonld not bes fruuleſs, in regard of the particular advice hee 
bad of Olavius deſign to give him one of his Daughters ; and that bu laſt 
Victory had <a him to that point thas hee was contented to grant him 
bis own choice, hoping to make the confiſcation of hu Eſtate bee revoaked 
wry treaty with the King for the appeaſing of thoſe tumults in Li- 
thuania. 

See how 7ealoufie tranſport's the beſt compoſed Braines. Iphi- 
genes, who had all his Life-time ſhewed ſo much Diſcretion, 
and Reſervedneſs in his Actions, ſuffering himſelf to bee carried 
away with the ſtream of Fary, broke forth in theſe Words: 
Ah I Traytor, and the moſt aefiled With infidelity of any the World pro- 
duce's > I this the promiſe ſo oft repeated in the ſolitudes of my Palatinate, 
When thou ſwore ( but With Oaths which flew away with the Winds) 
never to love any but mee , and never to ſuffer thy Soul to entertain any 


other Flame > Is it thus thou Wilt noW renounce the tos 108 caſie, 180

This long reply having given /phigenes ſome lxiſute ro appeaſe the 
tumults of his Paſſion, aud re. conſult his Fadgement, the fear of ha+ 
ving too unadviſedly diſcovered his condition, quickned his ſpirits ſpee- 
dily to repair that fault. and ctuſh the Scorpion upon his ſtig : / ſpake 
(lud hee ) in m Sifter Clemencis Name, to whom you have ſo un- 
worthily falſified your promiſe. Whercanto Liante thus anſwered : 
Wherefore do you accuſe mee, Ipnigenes, of « crime Whereof peur own

The Spagirifts in ſeeking the Union of Eſſencus, have by the Symp. 
thies and Anti pathies found out the diſſolving of all natural! Bodies, 


ho ſolid foe'ce they bee, and this by the means of ſome (light ingre- 


dients, and with a ſimple dew : Spiritual Chymiſftry taught Jphigencs 
not onely to diſſolve that faRtious Body, which formed the revolt of 
Lithnania, by giving himſelf entrance into Aſinſce, there to ſow the 
powder of Gold with the dew of ſweet words and fair promiſes: But allo 
to unite himſelf to Liaute, the injoyment of whom hee eſteemed more 
defirable than the poſſeſſion of a Crown. However hee thought it not 


fit to communicate his ſecret to Boleſla#s, leſt oppoſing the coldneſi 


of his Age and Judgement againſt the ardours of his Tenth and Paſſion, 


hee might divert or thwart his enterpriſe z neither did hee judge it 
expcdient to reveale it to Liante, although hee was to bee the Effefter 
of his deſign, as hee was the Cauſe.

Diſpicch brave Jpbigencs, and quickly raviſh Liaster Heart by x 
free Declaration 3 this Pill is ſomewhat bitter. this Draught unplex- 
ſant to the affe, But it muſt bee ſwallowed, for his good as well 16 
your's.

The tender Amiclca, by reaſon of her youth,beeing more inconſide- 

rate, and by conſequent more hardy, not contented with a free ma- 
nifeltation of her inclinations to /phigenes, promiſed him to contrive 

his eſcape, upon condition that hee would carry her with him and 

make her his Wife, in acknowledgement of the /iberry which (hee 

ingaged her ſelf to procure him.

Dat not 10 hold your Ears any 
longer in ſuſpenſe, abwſing the favout of jorr attention,myNatretion ſoul 
bers take it's beginning. 

Then, mixing the reall Story of his own Birth and Education, and 
his inviolable affection to Liavte, with the Fable of Ipbi and Tanthe, 
illuſtrated by the Pen of the moſt ingenious of the Roman Pocts, Hee 
diſguiſed all the _ ſo quaintly, and amplified his Relation with 
ſuck eloquent Expreſſions, that hee left all their Ears ( as it were) 
gaping, and their Spirit ſuſpended with admiration at the ſtrangeneſs 
of that CMetamorphoſir, and the delicacy of his Language: When 
Laue (who perceived by their indulgent looks, that all the voyces 
were ready to allot the Crown to Jphigenes, and that Kiſs, of which 
(for Amicleas ſake) hee was moſt piſſionately covetous) ſaid, Ladjes

What Juſtice ? replied the Pa/atine/7 of Troc. Madam, inſwered 
hee, that 1 may relate a verity lately arrived, Which ſurpaſſeth in ſtrange- 
neſs the vanity of this fiction, wherewith Iphigenes hath fed po Ears, 
you ale mee the advantage that Hiltories heave of Fables, 7 am con- 
I. Mall Win, Tphigenes no leſs aſtoniſhed than thereſt, caſting his 
Eyes upon Liexte's Face (the ordinary aym of his tendreſt looks) 
diſpoſed himſelf to hearken with attention, when Liaute explained 
his Speech in theſe words (which ſounded as the voyce of Thunder in 
the Ears of the troubled /phigenes:) Without borrowing any other perſon- 

ages then who are preſent in this Room, I will change peu this Fable into 

n Hiſtory, and by the judgement of Iphigenes kim/elf ( after I have 
related it) I queſtion not but the prize will bee mine without contr 4- 
diftion. In ſiw words, Ladies, this Fable « nothing elſe but the Hiſtory 
of Iphigenes and my /clf ; do you not ſee, by reftefting upon the Names, 
e of bis feined Iphis agreeth With his o, and mine with

If the roof of Heaven had ſeemed to break over Iphigenes head, 
hee would have been leſs ſurpriſed than at this Diſcourte, whereof 
dreading the /eque/e more than the hand of Death, hee indeavoured to 
divert it, ot at leaſt remit it untill another time, and that hee had con- 
ferred in the interim with Liante, who (hee believed ) had ſonnded 
the depth of his incentiens. Bur ſecing that hee could not withſtand 


the Torrent of the Ladie's curioſities, who preſſed Liante with no lels 
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importunity to ſpeake, than hee conjured him to bee ſilent; at length 
hee was conltreined to make uſe of that authority which his Frimndſmy 
and Quality had alwayes given him over that beloved Brecher. in lan, 
forbidding him under pain of his indignation to proceed any farther 
untill hee had ſpoken two words with him, which hee eſteemed of no 
ſlighter importance than his Life. 

The grave and ſtern Countenance, with the (harp and angry tone, 
wherewith Ipbigenes pronounced that threat, ſtopt the current of 
Liane / Speech no leſs miraculouſly than a little Remore make's a tall 
Ship ſtand ſill in the midſt of the working Ocean, though the windes 
had filled all her Sailes.

Diamond, 

This faid, they having all re-taken their ſeats, compoſed their ge- 
ſtures, and prepared their Ears for attention, Liane repeated all the 
Miſtakęs, 8 and pretty Contrivances practiſed for their 
recreatioa in the Woods, in the ſame manner as hath already been 
deſcribed ; whereunto hee added the rranſveſiment of his Siſter A- 

deſtina, and how (hee had been treated by command of the barbarous 
Adirfias, But having run through this long Navigation, without 
touching any Rock, alt at the Havey's mouth hee calt /phigenes into 
2 new, perplexity. For, coming to mention the »ox-conſummated 
Marriage of Iphigenes and Modeſfting, and the pretentions of the 
Princeſs Refpicia, adding the Pai of ſore other Ladies in the 
Court, and the report that was {pred through all Polonia of his af- 
fectiom to the Shepberdeſs Alweria,hee repreſented Iphigenes ſo hay, 
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Or, Tbe Innocent Impoſtor. 


ſobaſbfull, and ſo lite le inclined to Ven, that hee made him appear 
not onely as the vertuons Hyppolizas, but ſo like that /phisin his own 
Fable, (who of a Woman was transformed into a Man) that without 
changing the name you would have thought hee had been concerned 
in that Afetamorphoſir, | 
This redoubled /phigenes Feaver , confirming his ſuſpition that 
Liante had diſcovered ſomething of that Afiſtery, which hee had al- 
wayes been ſo carefull to conceale, At length Liaxte returning to his 
Paſſions, or ( as hee called them) his ://»ſrons for Serife ( whom hee 
deſcribed with tearms beyond my capacity to rehearſe ). Ay Ladies 
(faid hee) T's the end you and all theſe Gentlemen may believe mee, in- 
eat the beantifull Palatine to dreſs bimſelf in ſome of your cloathes, (I 
aſſuce my ſelf your r:queſts will be as commands to him) and I believe 
that there is not any among Jon, but will acknowledge that I tas happily 
Ace,; for as Hee is too fair for a Man, Hee is ſo perfefily hand:

Dpbigenes heating this was like unto a Mar, who ſaved from Shi 
Wrack by ſome floting Board, is troubled to get on ſhoar, the Waves 
ſometimes pitiful} , ſometimes cruel] driving him towards the Land, 
and then ſnatching him back againe into the Sc; ſometimes raiſing 
bim above the Water, ſometimes phunging him into their briny-bottom. 
For, ſeeing Liante's Shafrs come ſo neer the Mark of the Truth, hee 
began to harbour a ſeare that his ſecret had been diſcloſed before its 
me : Oa the other ſide hee was tranſported with joy to ſee Liante 
fall of himſelf into the Net which hee laid for him, and make 
| fo cleerly manifeſt, unawares, the moſt tender Reſentments of his 
Soul. 

Liante's perſwaſions ſo prevailed with the Ladies, that they over- 
Whelmed' /pbirenes with Conjurations to give their Eyes the content- 
ment to behold under ſome of their rich ornaments the choyceſt 
Jewell of Nutwe's pretious Treaſury. Wbereunto Jphigenes after 
many excuſes condeſcended, to their unſpeakable admiration, and 

olute reviſament of Liante's Heart, which was his onely am. 
and for which conſideration hee was no lefs willing to tranſveſt 
himſelf than they ear»eſ to deſire it, to the end hee might again in that 
equipage dxzle Liante's Eyes, and renew in his Breſt that /ara which 

had rendered him his flave in the Foreſt. : 
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This transformation gave birth to many quaint conceptions, and 
agteeable entertainments in that Aſſembly ; But at length the Cauy. 
ci was called to deliberate, who was to have the prize : And it wy; 

concluded, that it could appertain to none but /phigenes or Lieu, 
who in ſtead of diſputing which ſhould receive it, contefted which 
ſbenld remit it to his Competitour. Their civill contention would net 
have found a Period, if by this expedient phigenes had not ended t, 
ſuffering that Garland of Flowers to take place among the dreſſing, 
wherewith the Ladies had adorned his Head, and giving Liane the 
Liberty to cake the other part of the prize from their Zips, This 
Decree beeing put in Execution, after much recreative Diſcourſe and

taken Priſoner, would bee no bad Oratewy ; Bur the fury of Mirl,of 
nece ſſity, muſt bee covered with the Yezle of Silence. For, the Love 
which hee bare to his own Bleed, to that Sow, who was the Pillar of 
his Fortune, and the beſt Child upon the Earth, together with his 
implacable hatred to Liante, bred a ſtrange TempeR in his Thoughts, 
Hee was no ſooner cured of his contufiens, and able to manege his 

Horſe, but hee made ſeverall (ow ſes to the Citty-gates, thundering 
out ſuch Bravaders and Threats, as would have frighted People lels 
reſolute than thoſe that kept that place, At length hee motioned the

The King having received this Packet, ſeriouſſy reflected upon the 
advice of his beloved Favorite, of whoſe wit and vertue hee had al. 
made no meane account, but nothing comp irable to the eſteem 
hee conceived of him on this occaſion, ſeeing with what Prudence 20d 
Conduct hee changed his private Diſaſter iato the Pablick good. And 
in effect hee ſerved the King in this occurrence as the Dolphin is ſaid 
to ſerve Filhermen, who finding him in their Nets, after ſtroaking and 

him, caſt him again into the Sea, becauſe hee leads into their 
hands the other Fiſhes, which in great trains attend him as their 
Prince, But alas / as in a calme ſeaſon when the Dolphins ſport above

For, Ola- 
vius ſeeing the great aſcendant Liawe had over the Spirit of /phigenes, 
and that Hee had no leſs over the King :; The Palitick Lithuanian 
conceived that there was no better means to woare his Vellell at An- 
cher, und ſecure himſelf from the Shipwrack that threatned his Fortune, 


than by ing his Daughters. The aſpiring to the alliance of /phi- 
genes, —— defired more than hee duiſt hope, Oh lif Ami-

clas glances had penetrated as deep into that Faverite's brelt, as they 
bad done in Lievte's, what great matters would hee have promiſed 
to his Ambition But ( beſides that hee knew /phigenes was Married 
to Afodeftina, and was not ignorant of the Delignes of the Princeſs 
Reſdicia ) ſeeing the great indifferency that beloved Captive ſhewed 
for all #oewen, as hee loſt the Hope of atchieving ſo high an advantage, 
hee quitted the thought of deſicing it.

Since Oloria had turned her Eyes towards Ipliigencs , beeing tran. 
ported with the raviſhing Garbo of chat beautifull Obe&?,ſhee (lighted 
Liante*s ſcorns; The ſame canſe made Amicles diſdain the eſteem which 
Liante made of her, and nothing was ſo itkſome to her, as when hee 
entertained her with tho diſcourſe of his Paſſion. 

Ae linda, Drughter to the Palatine of Tree, beeing aſſaulted on 
one fide by the Legitimate Affection and Fidelity, which ſh e owed to 
her abſent Huzband, and on the other by the Charms which the pre- 
ſence of /phigenex eaſt into her t felt Combars of Love and 
Honour in her Heart, whoſe convulſions zpprozched the torments of 

a2 emi» intravelf, who would but cannot bee delivered. The Con- 
fli& or violent oppoſition that Hear and Cott make in the conca- 
viry of 2 Chow, is forme reſemblance of the Contradictions in her 
Minde. And after many paſſionate Complaints continuing to ag- 
grarate her ſore with a thouſand various imaginations, ſhee impoiſon- 
ed the Hamea more, and ſometimes (hunned the remedy, ſometimes 
Cefired ir with impatience. Nevertheleſs fhre remained fo tirm in the 
bs of YVerthe, that although her lunguiſbing looks, broken ſigbes, 
and tears difcovered plainly enough bet diltemper to gene, yer 
ſhet ob fer ved x ſevere ſilence, never giving her Torpae the liberty to 
Ait ching, but where was within ce bound of 2 modeſt Cini. 
tein hee made appear as much vet 2s the two old Pala 
neſt; ewed Herde; For, chey were grown io jealous of their Davgh- 
ters, living difcoveredrheir inclinations, that like Farres they were 
perpetunſly Haunting them, und reprebending in them a fault, which 
3 in their dun deportments. I will not ſtain theic 
t "with the extraordinary means; which they uſed to inveighe 
rhis'F3/3itiro their Mer Tmagint you onely what & amen can doc,oc 
rattitr what they cunnot do, when animaced wirh a violent Poſen, 
and in an Agi whoſe wen redonble's the other's force. At length 
Deſpiir had made them commit n erexchery, and change their incli- 
nation into vengeance , if che Publick neceffities bad not retarded 
them in their Private animofirigs. So they borrowed of Time and 
he 1 ſuccom of Nope, which is alvayes ready to aſſiſt the molt 
miſerable. 

But 7phigenes, whio had been beaten wirb fiercer, and more danger- 
ous ſtores at Cort, laugded at choſe Fexvinine diviſions , and looked 
(u from an eminent pee) upon thoſe fraile' tie, agitared 
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wich chat violent cctwpeſt, as a Shirele-cock.in the , and the/abjeft 
of his: Diſadgin. The afaule which I am now going to relate was 
erwiſe reſented, for it came from the Place that was onely 
capable of putting phigenes beyond his Temper and Art of Diſſi- 
mulatian. | 

You may cagceive already, that it proceeded from Line, whoſe 
Spirits beeing ſerrled, after che motion which Ipbigeues tranſveRtment 
Webel is kb brelt\, relapſed imo the vehemence of his Paſſion 
for Alen; whoſe Scorns befroſted his Preterfons, as much as her 
Graces inflamed his [nchnarions, At length, the Eyes of thoſe that love, 
beeing very quick · ſigtted, hee perceived it was onely the preſence 
A ruined his Deſignes and that his Idol was ſo poſſeſſed 

ah de /dre of that beautifull Palurine, that no other could finde ad- 
mittance into ber Soul. 

This preſent ly bred p calouſie in Liane, and fo much power hath 
the Tyr anky of Zove above the trer of Friendſbip that hee felt the /ater 
diminiſh, 1s faſt as the r dilated it ſelf in his thoughts. Hee wiſh. 
ed hee had ſome occaſion not to love Tphigenes ſo well; but bu in- 

ing "deperements, his vertu, and (above all) that incomparable 
which accompanicd all his Actions, wrelied out of his

Iphigenes, I would not have you look upon fuck a Lady, although ber 
Image Were ne're ſo deeply ingraven in my Soul, I Would tear it away, or 
2 Eyes owt of my head , if they were ſo raſh as to caft but one 
glance upon ber. I am ſure if I bad brought pour to this teſt, it Wonld 
not have indured the touch, and you wonld defend your diſobedience by 
the advantages that Love,who is but a Child, poſſeſſeth or e thoſe Spirits 
that are ſubjected to his Empire.

#0 other foundation but vhe Liberty of chooſing, and therefore it ii calid 
Dilection, as if one ſhould ſay an inclination of Election. And you oe 
very ignorant of the humour of Ladies, who ( like ſhado\ver ) do nſnaly 
follow thoſe that  flie them, and ſbum thoſe that follow them. Ton have 
reaſon to ſay that Amiclea love's mee ; bee muſt bee blinde that perceive's 
it not ; ſo do many others,whoſe Paſſions are wery il ſome to mee : 1 
Ears areWayly ftorm'd with her Complaints, and theſe impor tunities Which 
are ſo unwelcome to mee, Would be ſuch favours to you, as Wonld elevate 
jour thoughts to the Shiss, But What ſhould I do in this cale ? I can no 
mor: binder her from loving mee, than compel! her to affect you. Afſtecti- 
on net ſo eaſily put off as « Garment), nothing 1 more difficult to 
be done by devoir than to Love, Shee knoWe's that her deſires are with. 
ont hope ſor my particular, and yet I cannot diſabuſe ber of ber Errour, 
vor diſſwade her from amuſing her Fancy after a Subject, which cannot 
lawfwlly be ber's. 1 Mond, for your ſatisfaction, that it Were in my power 
te tranſplant her Paſſion, and turn it from my ſelf to you ; if this Were 
Poſſible, you ſhould finde that among all the Friends in the World there 
_ was any more faitbfull, nor more deſirous of pleaſing you than 
am. 

At theſe words 7ealoxſie reſigned the poſſeſſion of Liante's Heart ; 
and hee, acknowledging the ingagements hee had to the incomparable 
Friendſbip. of Tpbigenes, ſaid ro him: I think Heaven hath created 
you to ſetve as a Spectacle of admiration to all thoſe that ſec you, 
* bur much more to thoſe chat frequent you. It is impoſſible to 
hate you, and know yon; But what y I ? I maintain one cannot 
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o you without loving you, no more than ſee the Sun without 
- '* light or heat. But what can bee the reaſon, that (like that glorious

# ceiving the leaſt degree of hear in your own ? For, never Man was 
* ſo beloved of men as you are, and (I think) never any cared 
*{f for them than you. What ? Do you then love none ſo well, 
*bat that you could leave her if a faithfull fiend ſhould intreat you to 
*be unfaithfull co her ? 

Hereunto [phigenes made anſwer, A perfect Friend Will never deſire 
any thing ſo diſhoworable as infidelity ; but if any Friend of mine ſrowld 
be much inflemed for ſome one of that Sex, (who to mee ave all indifferent) 
I fhenld wake no difficulty to reſigne an affection, wherein I were no 
other iſe * then by a Civile reſpect ; eſpecially if bee had been the 
tft pretender. For, I hold it the greateſt injury that can be done to 4 
Friend, to indeavour to ¶ poil his market in matter of Marriage, and that 
there is nothing more capable of breaking all Friendſhip, than Jealouſſe 
procetding from ſuch a canſe ; inregard it it an offence beyond reparation. 
Tbere i not les breathing among Mortalls but knowe's that Love and 
Royalty admit of no Companion, and that they are two Torrents 
— evertnrn by the iupetmoſity of their Courſe all ſort of Ob. 

acies, 

Dear Iphigenes , replyed Liante, 7 think thow haft undertaken to 
Wanſport mee quite beyond my ſelf, making mee ſee in thee,not the Image, 
bus the Eſſence of the moſt perfect Friend under the Circumference of 
the Firmament. I deliver up wy Arms, Dear Brother, and in «fl 
wajes acknoWledge my. ſelf conquered by thee ; But ſince thou haſt given 
mee ſo many times my Life, now t bon giveſt mee the Courage to deſire 
thee to — 45 in mee thy ewn handy work, and releaſe mee from the 
trouble that torment's mee.

Liam ſeeing 
Iphigenes diſatmiqg him, Jf that Lady (faid hee, looking on Amiclea 
with an Hoe full of Love and Anger) hath not the cuurage to advance the 
tears vf my miſerable/Life, cut 55 Filou haſt ever loved mee ) the 
Thred of my Daycs ; and fact thou haſt robbed mee of my Heart, where 
all my hopes Were ſeated, make an End of thy Felony by Ending

Gueſs. you if theſe furious Words which the extremity of grief 
forced out of Liante's Mouth, were not ſufficient to draw * 
the tender /phigenes Eyes, Amiclea beting retovered of her amaze- 
ment, to e the fwry of that mad Lover, reſolved to uſe him more 
gently, and, with a more pleafing tone, ſhew him how much hee was 
too blame in ſuffering himfelf to be ſo tranſported with Paſſion: But as 
CMeadicings att uſe leis to thoſe whoſe Diſeaſes are incurable, or who 
are not diſpoſed to receive them: So Deſpᷣar had fo ſtopt us all the 
advenyrs Of Reaſam in Liante's Soul, that hee thought there was no 
other way but through the Gate of Death, to get ont of his inconſol- 
torment, 
Iſhould bee too tedious if 1 Rood to relate the diverſe arguments, 
wher« by Jphigenes and Amiclea indenvoured to appeaſe the frantick 
tranſportments of his Minde. But ſometimes vomiting Blaſphemies

Soon after Liewte's departure Amiclea was called away by her 
Governeſs,who attended her in the next room ; Jphigenes beeing left 
alone had his thoughts ſo divided betwixt the intereſts of Love and 
Honexr, that his Pains, exceeding the bound of ary expreffion, caſt 
him into a languiſhing indiſpoſition, which within few dayes render. 
ed him ſo feeble, that hee was inforced to confine his diſtreſſed body 
to his Bed : where hee appeared with ſuch advantage, chat his fc h 
ſeemed to have caſt him down. the more to raiſe the luſtre of his 
Beauty; which beeing then, betwixt Sr bay Envy raviſhed thoſe 
Soul: that had not rendered themſelves before to Paſſion, The Ladies 
{who were 3s if they had been chained to his Bed - ſtead)ſtrove to out 
vy eich other in inventing remedies for his Joch, and divertiſements 
for his Minde 2 And the Palatines, both rf * gs Troc,came fre-

Mean time Lane gaping (till after his Prey, refolved to have Ami. 


cles, though againſt her il, not to give himſelf the Lic ;founding his 
determination upon this belief, that Time would bring all thing: 
to perfection, and that which was furc't in the begianivg, might bee 


made willing in the End. Her Father had already given him his word, 
and was much diſpleaſed that the obſtinacy of his Davghter ſhould 
oppoſe his Promiſe and Antherity, By Polemandtr's meany he gained 
likewiſe the Mother's conſent, who thinking him an advantageous 
Match for her Daughter, made no account of her contradiction. The 
Contract was agreed on without Amiclea's knowledge, but beeing in- 
formed of all the paſſages, by Olria ( whom Deſpair had almolt di- 
ſtracted ) ſhee comforted het with this aſſurance, tha ſh e would never 
conſent to marry Liane, nor any other untill Shee were provided;

The King preſently diſpatched his own Phyſitians and Surgeons 
with command to attend the Per/on of [phigenes, They were very 
civilly received by the beſieged Party, as had already been tbeſe whom 
the General and Ne ſtu bad ſent from the Camp.

Boleſlaiisz, who knew the Palatine's humour, promiſed a punctuall

the Foreſ# of Plecent, while the one acted Scriſe, the other Almeria; 
beſides, divers other 4 areſſes, Wiſhes, Sighs, Langaors, and ſuch like 
demeanours, the (pr Ke of that Fire which can as little bee concealed 
as avoided. | 

Oh Liaue, what glory after ſo many pains/He that hath long been 
kept in derkneſs,coming on a ſodain into the Sun is in a manner blind, 
the Light, which make's eyery one elſe ſee,depriving him of ſight : So 
Liane, though hee held as true a5 Oracles, all that Boleſlajis had told 
bim, yet hee remained, as.yoyd of Speech and Motion as one that's 
incredulous or {tupid. The entrance of his Heart was too nartow to 
let in at once the throng of affeclions, that thruſt and crowded to bee 
introduced; the multitude of chowghts quelled him; the Haxenrs and 
eatneſ; propoſed to him by that Party were above his Ambition, and 
his Hopes ; bis own Patrimony, uſurped by Mieſlus, ſcemed 
nothing to him; But above all, the ſo many attrative chm, Mhere- 
witk Nature had inriched Iphigenes Face, was the Primum «Mobile 
that tranſported him. Adding thereunto ſo many tate vertues, fo 
many firgular qualities, ſuch Comrage, & Yalowr,wbich Dextericy in all 
r exerciſes, and chiefly ſu Exemplary Piety, as tendeted him 
the delight of all thoſe that accoſted him, filled him with che Bene- 
dictions. of Heaven and Earth, begat him an high tenown, with the 
King's favor; which doubtle would bee redoubled at the diſcovery 
of this. Maryell; Oh Liante, what tranſportments? Then ict Ringkis 
conſideratien.upon himſelf, hee could not imagine that hee had metit 
enough to oblige Iphigents to ſo conſtant a Friend/lyp, as that, which 
hee had alwaycs expretied towards him, loving bim from the tende- 
reſt of his years with ſuch ſweetoels and cordiality a after chiggrecurn- 
ed to his Memory how compaſſionately, in all his troubles hee bare a

The Palatine of Plocens word obliging him to render himſelf priſo- 
ner again to the Lithuanian, befides his own inclinations , and the 
defire hee had to free his Hoflages from further trouble(of whom 
Pifides was one) hee returned with his pretty Champion ; who not 
daring to appear before her Parents in that manner, deſired Ipbigene: 
to make her Peace, before (hee came in their ſight. His excuſcs for 
Amicle«'s diſguiſement were ſo well received, that Olavins and hit 
Wife commended her for that adventure us an Heroick, Act, and 
which would afterwards make her bee reckoned among the 
Amazons. 

Mie ſlas beeing (hut up, like a mad wild Beaff, in a Tower (where 
for his Son's ſake hee was treated according to his Quality) the 
Treaty of Peace went forwards.

There is no Creature ſo daunted as a Welf, when hee is catcht in a 
ſnare; nothing ſo tractable as a cruell Man, when hee is in his 
Entmie's power. This fierce Palatine condeſcended td whatſoever 
they would, eſtecming it a favour if Liante ( quitting the pretentions 
hee had to Clemencia, whom hee had promiſed to the Prinee Caſſin) 
would take any of his other Daughters, leaving him the benefit of his 
Eſtate during his Life. But Liante ſeemed to ſlight his Offers, not to 
give any occaſion of diſtaſt to the Palatine of Minſce, who was deſi 
tous to make him his Hos · in · law. | | 
Mean time the Article for the reſtitution of Liante / Eſtate paſſed 
among the Commiſſioners of the Treaty of Peace, which at length was 
concluded by the diligence and dexterity of /phigenes, who had ail the 
glory of that good Office. This Treaty beeing ratified by the King, 
the Peace was proclaimed with incomparable rejoycings on both fides. 
That done, the Siege was forthwith raiſed , the Souldiers disbanded, 
Arme: laid down, the Priſoner: releaſed, and Mie ſlu got off better 
cheap than bee expeRed.

In this occurrence it would bee an injuſtice to conceale the due 
praifes of that Prince, who made 2 Bu kler of vertus againſt the wed- 
pens Which Love, hidden within /phigenes Eyes, treachcrouſly darted 
apainſt his Heart. But to deny that the affection, which rendered 
te: his Faverite, was much increaſed, by the diſcovery of his 
condition, cannot bee, without taking from ſo vertuous a Prixce the 
quzliey (which is common to all great Perſons) of beeing extreamly 
courteous to Ladies. 

I will not extend my ſelf in relating the Proteſtations the & ing 
made to preſerve him in his Favexy and Friend, notwithſtanding 
this Change; nor the praiſes of his Brawty which were as extraordina- 
ry n the iet was beyond Natwre's ordinary compoſitions, At laſt 

after diverſe ( oe and Compliments, accompanied with thanks and 
teſenements of obligation to the deſerving Ipbigener, H's Majeſty 
conjured him to declare freely and fully his defices, promiſing by the 
Faith of z Prince to indeavout the effecting of them to the utmoſt of 
his Royal power. | 

Hereupon Jphigenes illuminating his Brauty with a lively and grace- 
full vermillion, which or'e-ſpread his cheeks ; confeſſed to His A 
That after the g of his Bene voleuce, the height of his defires was the 
legitimate poſſeſſion of his b loved Liante. How chaſte & warrantable 
ſoever are the flimes of honourable Virgins, it is impoſſible for chem 
to acknowledge their Loves without painting their Faces with thoſe 
Colours which render the Aurora ſo agreeable ; as & it were 2s great 
anim on in them to love, as it 15 perfection to bee lovely, The 
King perceived by that livery of ve tue the chaſtity of that generous 
Fir, which increaſed his eſteem of /phigenes, And beeing informed 
how that Pſion had taken its birth in amanner from their Cradles, tha 
2 mytuall inclination had given it Beeing, Nouriſh't, Entertained, and 
U uted it to its perfect ſlate, hee thought it a renouncing of all Fu- 
manity to diſapprove ſo legitimate an Affection. 

Then, havitg demanded of /phigenes in what manner hee (hould 


g the diſcovery of that ſecrer, which would aſton ſh not vnely 
all Polonia, hüt the whole Dniverſe; our Amazon, who had princt- 
pally premeditated that part, gave His Majeſty the Overtuces; 2 
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Dae Paradox: 


hee approved in all their circumſtances, according as ſhall bee declared 

in the Sequele of · this Declaration. Onely to hinder the defigne 
the King bad for his Siſter from beeing divulged, it was thought 
expedient to apply a ſpeedy. remedy, and raze the Paſſion out of that

For proof whereof hee 
alleadged to her the non-conſummation of his Marriage with Mode- 
ſtina, beſides that extraordinary Continence which hee had al. 
waycs (hewed at the Court, oppoſing ſuch cold reſervedneſs to 
on flames of ſo many Ladies, that burned ſo incxpreſfibly for his 

ea. 0 

The geen amazed at this newes, was ſorry ſhet had ſo ſoon given 
her Siſter - in law joy of a Contentment , that was vaniſhed e're 
poſſeſft, like Lightning which die aſſoon as it is born. After ſome 
ingenious (but not offenſive ) reproaches to the King for his former 
jealenfies of her, and having condoled that defect of Nature in ſo 

beaurifull a perſon, Her Majeſty continued; Bus that which trowble:

% Faith which hee would plight to Almeria Who takin her turn and 
counterfeiting her Gears and Yoyee, leſt ſhee ſhould bee known to 
bee Liane, ſaid in few words; — her ambition had never aſpired 
"tofo much Glory as to ap ; but the Providence 
of Henan ha — ; Thee gently condeſ- 
*cended'ro its And, beſides the drehend und ſubjection 
« which were Fong to Hin Au tie commands; that the (hari) 
hee owed to ber ſelfe Commanded her not to reject ſe 
Sed ry whereof however thee loca her ſelf un- 
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«Arms inthe Forreſt of Plocens ; which verity they unanimouſly con-

Heavens grant it, anſwered Mie ſlas, but my advancing wa, to adver- 
tiſe your Majeſty that the Daughter Which I give Liante i nemed Virge- 
nia, aud not }phigenia,oncly by abuſe ſome call her ſo,becanſe of her ra em 
blance to ber Brother, 
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niet will call ber then Virgenia, ( replyed the King) becauſe fee 1 a 
Vugin, aud Iphigenia 44%, becanſe fher i more like ber — 
drops of water ave like tach other. 

The Xing laid this to amuſe them, and give /phigene: time to put 
on his #eman's habit, and Liante to re-take his own cloathes with his 
former complexion. Mean time hee gave order to Beleſlas that they 
ſbould not come forth of his Cloſer, untill hee gave the command to 
call them: e 6 afide the Queen, the Infants, and the 
three diſgraced Graces, to tell them, as a ſecrer, of the i- 
potency of Iphigenes, who not taken that Nywpb , but to cover 
his imperfection from the Eyes of the World. having given 
them leave to reply, the ers and the 7ufanta, beeing forbidden by 
Modeſty to ſpeak in a buſineſs wherein they had ſo little intereſt, con.

Death; befides that the abſelnte Will of Hu Majelty was an invielable 
Law to ber, Which muſt bee obeyed without murmaring ; Tet if fee 
might bee left to her own free difpeſition, ſhee Would content her ſolf to 
ſpin out the reſt of ber dajes with Iphigenes without expermnenting him 
for an Husband any otherwiſe than ſbre had thitherts ; ng hw of 
little Friendſhip is that hee bad not diſcovered that defect to ber, which 
free ſheonld have hidden as Well as that Country-wench : Ss Jealoulic 
made her tearme Almeria. 

The Princeſs RaSp1C1a, who perſwaded herſelf it was a fall:

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of State which paſs af Ordinary Rules; they can do, undo, do again; they 
play with their Subjects ar if they were Tennis. balls, 

The King ſmiling at this freedome of her's, replied ; Prince/s, when 
the Scales are fallen from your Eyes, and the Veile of Paſſion taken from 
before your Reaſon, I aſſmre my ſelf that you will rather pitty than envy 
Tphigenes. Tour favours, anfwered the Princeſs, will render him 
 alwayes more Worthy of Envy than Pitiy. Upon thi fc words 1 i 
retutning into the King: Chamber gave him notice by a private ſigne, 
that all was ready. 

Whereupon hee preſently commanded him to cal LIAN TE and 
IP K1GENIA to bee contracted by the Arch biſhop : The Ceremony 
beeing paſt without any contradiftion, the two Lovers ſtanding hand 
in hand, Liane 2ccompanied his coſtly apparreZ with ſo gallant a 
Garb, that hee ſcemed quite another Creature than Almeria; and 
thoſe pretious Rayments wherewith Iphigenia had ſplendidly adorn- 
ed her ſelf, added ſuch luſter to her natural! Beauty ( augmented by 
the vermilhon of h which overſpread her Cheeks) and her avtire 
had ſuch conformity with that which Virgenia wore, when ſhee was

whom Ipbigenia cheriſhed particularly , received Modeſtina for his 
| Mess. Polemander choſe Eleanora, Iphigenia's Ward and Daughter 
. to Stani ſl. Onely ReFfigia remained ia het Widdowhood, and her 
| Daughter Si inthe expeRation of ſome great match, hen her 
Age ſhould render her Marriageable. 

All Parties were contetit, Ob Hywen ! what Cares after ſo many 
Wornds, what 7oy to all theſe perſons toſſed with ſo many Ster mei, to 
ſee rhemſelves ſo ſodainly arrived at the Pert, and ſet on foore with 
as much Happineſs as ſafety. Yirgenis likewiſe was not ill provided; 
For, by Iphigenia's means, ( to whom every one was defirous to bee 
allied, beeing the chief perſon in His A iet Favour) Her Hurband 
Was a Caſtellain of Lithuania, neet Kinſman to the Palatine of Trec, 
named Aradiue, who was one of tae gentile(} and moſt accompliſht 
Gentlemen about the Court.
